All in attendance introduced themselves and provided means of contact by 
telephone, e-mail or mailing address.  Ms. Yeatts presented an overview of the 
regulatory process and the status report on the office anesthesia regulations.  
The request for rulemaking was initially received in November 1999.  The Pre-
Noira was submitted in February 2000.  Permission to publish the Noira was 
received in October 2001.  The agenda material included in the packet was 
generally discussed (see attachment).  The concept of incorporation by reference 
was discussed.   
 
Additional material to be reviewed was mentioned, including regulations from 
Florida, New Jersey and Texas.  Some discussion took place around the issue 
that these regulations were to deal only with the licensee and not with the facility 
in which office anesthesia would occur.  Categories that needed to be addressed 
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in the regulations were discussed.  They were:  definitions, requirements of the 
practitioner, communication, clinical care, procedure selection, pre-op patient 
selection, pediatrics, emergency protocols, supplies, and transfer of patients.
